Formerly all that was necessary was 
for the engineer to make a requisition 
for so many ties for the departm ent of 
construction. 
The ties came as easily 
as could well be imagined. 
Persons 
all along the road had 
trees 
which 
would make up into splendid ties. Oak 
and chestnut trees were e xc e lle n t for 
this purpose and were to be had at a 
very reasonable figure. 
But that was 
before the price of lumber went skv- j 
w'ard with the rest of 
the 
market. 
There was a very good reason for the 
price of lumber going up. 
It was in j 
response to the shortness of the sup- 
ply. 
The railroads waked up to the 
fact that the supply of ties was short. 
The situation was so critical that it 
resulted In instant action on the part 
of the roads. 
They were forced to go 
into forestry. 
Nothing else, no other 
course, was 
open 
to them. 
Today 
many of the railroads have their reser­ 
vations, where they are growing the 
sort of trees which they need for ties. 
But they are doing something else 
which Is quite as important as the 
growing of trees. They have bpen ma­ 
king experiments in order to find out 
how the life of these valuable logs of , 
wood may be Increased. 
Various pro- ( 
servatlve treatm ents have been adopt- : 
ed, and the result has been that the 
life span of ties has been increased j 
enormously. 
The 
more 
expensive ' 
woods now ran be used for as much ; 
as twenty five years if the préserva - 1 
tlve treatm ent accomplishes what is 
expected of it. 
The life of the less ex- ! 
pensive varieties has also been In- , 
creased 
It is thought that the life j 
of the railroad tie has been tripled by 
the various means 
of 
preservation ' 
whirh have been adopted. 
The whole m atter shows how the 
railroads are being constantly called ! 
upon to solve new’ problems and how i 
successful they are in finding ways out , 
of difficult situations. 
It also goes to : 
show that If men will only keep on ex-1 
perimenting and hoping they will find I 
a way out of many a seemingly impos- , 
slble situation. 


The rack road up Mount Pilatus, one 
of the loftiest peaks of the Berness 
Alps, in Switzerland, is said to have 
the steepest grade of any road in the 
world not operated by cables. 
Rising 
from the western shore of Lake Lu- 
| cerne the rails ascend the precipitous 
side of the mountain, 6,9 9 8 feet to its 
summit. 
When the road was being construct­ 
ed it was necessary to fasten spikes 
into the rock, says Railroad 
Men’s 
I Magazine, against which the construc- 
! tlon gang could brace their feet while 
laying the roadbed. 
Starting from an elevation of 1,450 
feet above the sea level, 
this 
line 
j climbs 5,400 feet In a distance of 15,- 
150 feet to the summit. 
The 
grade 
at the station of Alpnachstad is 36 
per cent. 
At no place Is it less than 
| 19 per cent. 
In several places it is 
48 per cent. 
In order to climb the grades an 
entirely new system was devised by 
Col. E. Locher. 
The roadbed is built 
throughout of solid masonry, capped 
with granite flagstone. 
The ties are 
steel channel bars, anchored to the 
masonry with U-shaped bolts at every 
three feet. 
The gauge is 2.52 feet. 
The rails, 
as In other rack railroads, merely sup­ 
port the weight of the train. 
The 
track bars are set on edge, so that 
the cogs are vertical. 
This arrange­ 
ment is necessary because 
on 
the 
steepest grades cog 
wheels 
would 
have a tendency to climb out of any 
horizontal rack. 
Engine and car are built on a single 
frame. 
The horizontal boiler, six feet 
long, is placed crosswise of the track, 
so that the water level in it will not 
be disturbed on 
the 
grades. 
The 
speed is a little more than three feet 
a second, or about tw’o miles an hour. 
Thirty-two passengers are carried. 
Parts of this road, particularly on 
the Eselwand, an immense, rocky wall j 
nearly vertical, are the most sensa- 
tlonal bits of road building to be found 
anywhere. 
The railroad creeps along 
the face of this wall of rock on a 
shelf tilted up at an angle of 58 per j 
cent. 
Men had to be suspended over j 
the precipice with ropes to start the , 
work 
There are four short tunnels j 
on this precipice. 
This remarkable 
line was built in 400 days.

Brookline, Me.— Seven days’ fishing 
with a catch of forty-nine salmon, all 
weighing 
between 
three 
and 
five 
pounds, was the luck of George C. 
Stevens of W lnthrop road and Charles 
R. 
McWilliams of Manchester road, 
Brookline, during a recent trip to New 
England’s celebrated 
salmon 
fishing 
ground, Grand 
Lake stream. Maine, 
says the Boston Herald. 
Success like th at might cause the 
occasional disciple of Izaak W alton to 
yearn for many a day, but Mr. Stevens 
and Mr. McWilliams, both veterans 
of the rod and line, 
are not 
unduly 
elated by It. 
That was the sort of 
sport they went after and expected: 
j the sort of sport they had had many 
times in the past. 
They are willing to 
admit, however, th a t the capture of a 
dozen ‘‘beauties” In one day was an 
achievement to be ra th e r proud of. 
For season after season 
the pair 
have visited the two broad stretches 
j of placid water set deep In the pine 
woods. Grand lake and Big lake, and 
the little darting river which links the 
two and which Is known to every de­ 
voted angler as Grand Lake stream. 
Each season has equaled Its predeces­ 
sors and each 
se a son’s 
record has 
spread the fame of the region abroad. 
Today Grand Lake Btream is known 
In every corner of the country where 
there is an enthusiastic lover of the 
gam e fish. 
Each year brings together 
at the camps along the shores of the 
lakes the pick of the salmon fisher­ 
men of the continent. T h e re are many 
tales of notable catches. 
One man. 
fishing with a fly late In May, took 29 
In one day and a noth e r is reported to 
have landed 120 In 16 days. 
Lying 16 9 miles north of Bangor. 
Grand Lake stre a m Is reached only 
after the Washington country railroad 
j 
Is followed*to Princeton. 
Then there 
Is a jaunt of 16 miles by motor boat 
and cart to the cam ps deep in the for­ 
est. 
The Journey is a long one, per­ 
haps. but no true fisherman thinks of 
t h a t once he has glimpsed the broad 
expanse of water sweeping before him 
for 50 square miles. 
He has only to 
watch a while for one of the canoes 
which dot the surface here and there, 
until he sees a sh im m e r of silver as a 
fish Jumps clear to strike and the 
fever Is upon him. 
After that he is 
busy, except at the intervals when he 
snatches time to eat and sleep. 
E ither a light bamboo or a light 
steel rod is employed, with silk 
line, 
double leads and a 2-0 hook.

a m a nne r that the little fish turns and 
twists to give a close Imitation of 
natural 
swimming.

It is the strike.

sa lmon has da rted a t the tem pting 
minnow, ha s lea ped in

g ra ceful 
curve a good three feet out of the wa- j 
ter and Is off. 
Now comes the hum of the reel, a j 
song dea r to the hea rt of every de­ 
votee of the g entle art, and the pla y 
beg ins.
